A Pianist Crawls 'I'liroiigh Bar- 
bed Wire Fences Until lit; Dies 

(Denver Triliiuio-Rnpublloan.) 

A decideii scnKitiioii wan eauEi'd in 
thia city yealerday, csijccially fimoug 
musicians, by the ni;vv.s tluit Jacob 
Kaufiuann, tlio well known iiianistaiul 
'cellist^: , bad been found naked and 
jlead oh the prairie. The discovery was 
made by Pi. II. King, who was roused 
about 8. A. M. yeattrJay to take a walk 
by the lit;?! morning air. ILis course led 
directly over tlio o|)('n jiruirie, where 
lie stumbled upon a coat and vest care- 
fully folded up on the ground, with a 
hat above tliem. A hundred yards 
further on he found a naked body ly- 
ing on its face, and cn turning it over 
he recognized all that was left of Ja- 
cob Kaufmann. I'^ing iniiinidiately 
summoned A. J. Hunter and D. I'. 
Cpc^iiji who; found Kaufraann's panta- 
loot|'8."'and drawers further to the north- 
easl', 'and eighty rods from the body, 
while at a considerable distance further 
on, near the road past Potiaeroy's 
house, were discovered the shirt and 
undershirt. All of these clothes were 
neaitly folded lik^the,ii coat and vest, 
. indicating that the deceased had delib- 
erately atri[)p(.'d at three diflerout 
places befsre beginning the work that 
ended in his death. The boots and over- 
shoes were nosvliere to bo found. The 
body was in a terrible shape from con- 
tinued contact with barbed wire fenc- 
ing,' looking as if it had been combed 
to death with a spiked currycomb. It 
was the dhock to his nervous system 
Combined wiih • tlm exposure to tlie 
.chilly night air thut, killed him. 

It was a clear case of suicide, 
brought out while in a tit of insanity. 
About half past t) the unfortunate man 
was ueen wandering around the five- 
acre enclosure belonging to the Sisters 
of Lorelto, but us li(> had his clolhcK 
'on he was not ovi>rhiiulet', though the 
party did s'.np for a fi;w moments and 
vwatch him. 

i ..Shortly thereafter Kaufmann care- 
fully stripped himself in the bright 
moonlight as indicated and began 
crawling through the heavily barbed 
wire fence of the live-acre enclosure. 
Below that wa.K a three acre lot, also 
fenced in with liarbed wiri', and the 
poor fellow began a crawling lour in 

<and out; of the barbs of both lilies of 
fence. The terrible points were oloae 

" together, for the fence had four lines 
of wire, and us ho crawled through and 

.through the cruel barbs torn and lacer- 
ated him, but still hf? kept on, leaving 
jjieces of tlesh and skin behind. At the 
last point of exit he must have bo- 
como luucb'e.xhauated, for the ground 
looked as though he had laid there in 
his blood a long time^ before he could 
rally for a further move, and, in fact, 
the ground all along his erratic trail 
showed jilainly every direction he had 
taken. Thence Ivatifmann wandered in 
the penetrating chili of the night air 
in concentric ciroleb till nature could 
stand it-no longer, and he lay down 
and died. 

That he wa.s in«aiio \s beyond doubt. 
He had lils of aberration, which in- 
creased in the last four years, manifest- 
ing themselves principally in seasonB 
of abstraction, from, which fit times it 
was difficult to rouse him.

London, S'p'.m.'; D66. 9. — The returns 
up to thia hour indicate that the liberals 
havo returned 334 members, the con- 
servatives 248 and the nationaliata 81. 
The liberals aro bBcoming moro -oon6dont 
that ever of a speedy return to power. 
The roraainiiig couatitueiiciea to bt> hoard 
from will iniUorially increase theliboral 
majority. Tho o.xcitemont throughout 
the kinf{dom and Ireland continues to bo 
unabated. Nothing in tho present cen- 
tury hi\3 occurred to equal tho present 
tonaiou on England's public men. 

A meotin<iof tho cabinet was held yes- 
terday afternoon, which was attended by 
all tho miiiiaturs. A rumor ia current 
this evening that Lord Salisbury, premier, 
haa tendered tho resignation cif himself 
and cabinet to tho Queen, who is still at 
Balmoral. It is understood that Hor 
Majesty favored the conaorvatives. A 
apecial telegraph service was supplied tho 
oaatlo, and as tho various conservative 
gains were reported Hor Majesty seemed 
pleased thereat.

LoNnoN, Dec. 8. — Tho cabinet will 
meet on Monday next. Tho Daily News 
aays it learns on high authority that tho 
government has abandoned its policy of 
conciliating Parnell, and will endeavor to 
form coalition with the whigs to resist 
Parnell. Unless Mr. Gladstone moves a 
vote of want of confidence in the govern- 
ment tho now parliament will immediately 
adjourn until February.

EASTEliN STATES. 

New York, Dec. 8.— At 2:30 this after- 
noon William H. Vandorbilt died. For 
somo tiino paat tho doceaaud has been in 
ill health, but this information wa.^i hold 
from tho public. His death was kept a 
secret until the stock and other exchanges 
had closed. Tho announcement created 
a great aonsation throughout the city, 
which will likewise extend to every mone- 
tary business centre and atata of the 
union. It was understood that at the 
end of the present year the hrm of Messrs . 
Vanderbilt & Sons were going to with- 
draw from Wall street and devote exclu- 
sive attention to their several railway and 
othor enterprises. 

Mr. Vanderbilt, on his father's death, 
the late Commodore Vanderbilt, succeed- 
ed to a vast fortune, estimated at $60,- 
000,000. William H. was not tho only 
son, but he had a wonderful capacity for 
business, which developed itself at an 
early age. Sinco his father's death ho 
succeeded in securing almost the entire 
ownership of tho Isevi York Central r.iil- 
way, tho Michigan Central and the Can- 
ada Southern, aa well as other transport- 
ation systems both by land and water. In 
this particular line of wealth no man that 
ever lived during a Ufotime succeeded in 
accumulating so cofoisal a fortune as did 
tho late president of the Now York Cen- 
tral railway, which is varioualy estimated 
at between §250,000,000 and §300,000,- 
000, much of which has boon tho reaultof 
sharp speculative deals. Tho arrange- 
ments for his funeral have not yet boon 
completed. 

Tho death of Vanderbilt had a do- 
pressing effect on American securities at 
the stock exchange.

The Saxon Governujent, 
acting under the inlluence of Bismarck, 
are about to proclaim the permanence 
of a minor state of , siege. .throtigh.qut., 
Saxonyr It is-tsk^tjtgd'lEaY'otlier gov- 
ernments will fttlopt a similar course. 

There was a sensational scene in the 
Ileiclistag to day when tho President 
road the Emperor's message, which was 
countersigned by Prince Bismarck. 
After Bismnrok's speech, which created 
sTill greater surprise. Dr. Windhorst, 
who was griiatly excited and hardly 
able to speak, moved to discuss his in- 
terpellation. Tho motion was carried, 
tl.'e whole House, with tho excejition 
of tho Oonacrvatives, voting in its fa- 
vor.

The Progression- 
ists, led by Herr Kichter, wanting an 
immediate discussion of the inebsage, 
challenaed a division on Witidhorst's 
inolion, which was carried.

Prince Bismarck, who re- 
entered the chamber while he was 
speaking, refused to discuss the matter.

NEPAUL. ' 

Nopaul, in which a robellioii ia siaid to 
have taken place, ia one of the moat im- 
portant and independent of the Indiun 
feudatory states. The country, wliioh ia 
some five hundred rriilea in length, by 
from ninety to a huiidrwl miloa in width, 
is Olio of the most niountninous in tho 
world, aa it includes a great purl of tho 
Uinu^layan mountains, and its cliniato 
and races are as varied as its altitudes. 
The Ghoorkhas,, it ruling and military 
race, hi^ve, both '.^nder the thig uf their 
native prince and that of England, proved 
themselves to bo one of tho finest warrior 
races in India, and as such they are fa- 
mous. Tho principal interest which Enjj- 
lishmen feel in Nepaul, however, centres 
about one man. Sir Jung Bahadur, G, C. 
B , O. 0. S. IT This extraordinary man, 
in l846i by the merciless' Kot massacre, 
made himself the master of Kopaul, and 
placed his puppet on tho It ijah'a throne. 
From that time he ruled it as ho willed. 
In 1850 ho was induced to pay a visit to 
•London, where he was received as a lion,- 
and he never forgot what ho there saw of 
the power of England. On his return ho 
at once began the reconstruction of his 
government upon a European basis, and 
succeeded marvoloualy well in transform- 
ing a govoriiinont by tho mere will uf tho 
BoveL'oigii into a giiveniiiiont by laws ad- 
miniatorod at tho will of tho prime min- 
ister. About the tirat of June, 1857, the 
first information uf the -mutiny reached 
the iNepauleao capital, and in twenty-six 
daya four thousand Gookhas were on their 
way to the assistance of"lhe British forces 
and most invaluable were tho sorvicea 
they rendered. Some time afterward 
Jung Bahadur himself led an army of 
eight thousand men and twenty-four guns 
to the assistance of his ally, and although 
thoy arrived too late to assist in putting 
down the rebellion, thoy helped to hunt 
down tho fugitives. For those sorvicea 
Jung Baliadur received tho honor of 
knighthood and tho Grand Oross of the 
Bath, V Nepaul was confirmed in her in- 
dependence, strengthenod by presents of 
military stores and an accretion of tnrri- 
tory, and her proniier ruler attained the 
first place amoiiii Indian princes in the 
estimation of Eiigliahinon. In 1877 he 
died and was succeeded by his brother, 
Sir Ranadip Bahadur Singh, who had to 
cope with an attempt at revolt, almost at 
his accession to ufBce. The army of Ne- 
paul consists of some sixteen thousand 
men, and is entirely made up of Ghoor- 
has. No revolution that did not carry 
with it a part, at'least, of this force would 
' have any chanos of success. The Ghoork- 
; has have been hitherto as' noted for their 
-faithfulnesss as for their bravery. Should 
this revolt be ftrnhd to ioolude the array, 
and should it be anti-Britishi in its char- 
acter, the new power might prove a very 
serious unomy. 

Ifi'as the Telegram says, the danger of 
a rising against Qaeeu Mercedes of Spain 
and her mother, the queen regent, will 
disappear if tho pupo supports tho exist- 
ing authority, wo are inclined to think the 
danger small indeed. Don'Uarloa takes 
'the ppaition that he will support tho 
regency, but that when it breaks down ho 
will take the field againat the revolution. 
On the other hand, no ono haa better 
reason to support tho regency than tho 
liberals, for under no circumatancoa could 
Spain bettor .enjoy the advantages of self- 
government under the necessary forms of 
monarchy. Everyone's good sense seems 
to be on the aide of Queen Christina, her 
own not tho least, for ahugive.s miniatura 
to understand that she wiahes to rule in 
the love and chivalry of her people, and 
not by repression. NN'ith all these favor- 
able circunistancL'S, added to wise minis- 
ters, one would think the promiae of the 
future .a bright one, but, unfnrtunatoly for 
Spain, no one can ever tell what the 
morrow ia oven likely to bring forth. Tho 
revolutionary element ia always boiling 
there, like the fires at the bottom of a 
volcano, or like a hot spring which iioeda 
only a pebble thrown in to make it break 
odt'in eruption.

THIRTEENTH DAY. 

December 9,' 1885. 

KEOINAVa. Sl'ROULE (cONTINCEn). 

Upon the court uasonibling yesterday 
morning llie learned juds^e commenced hia 
charge to the jury, reading uvur to them 
the whole of the evidence tHken, a work 
which lasted for five hours. To every 
point that had any particular bearing as 
for or againat the prisoi?,er tho attention 
of the jury was dirt'cted with a care that 
boro proof of tho untirini; npi)lication 
which his lordahi|) had diaplaj'cd through- 
out the trial, and the guarded laiiguage 
employed showed how aolicitoua he waa 
that by no possible misconstruction could 
the jury gather bias from what lie said. 
The strict impartiality displayed in the 
charge wail a matter of gunoral ctHiiment 
upon the adjournment of tho court. 

Having reviewed the notes he had 
taken, tho judge concluded as follows: 
"I havo now read the evidence from be- 
ginning to end; and it ia certainly of the 
most unusual and extraordinary charac- 
ter. I have never met in my life a caao 
like the present, requiring such careful 
review of the evidence, tlio cloaeat atten- 
tion, and a moral deteriniiuition to do 
right irroapectivo of tho crown or the 
priaoner at the bar. I cannot detiiio any 
other theory by which this crime could 
have happened than that adduced by tho 
crown. There are ono or two exproaaiona 
that were made by tho priaoner to v.-liich 
1 deem it my doty to eapeotally refer, 
Ono of tho wit noasoa has mentioned 
the term niado uac of by tho prisoner 
that I 'ho would happen around niyster- 
ioualy and diaappear in the same man- 
ner." It is moat extraordinary how tho 
winda should havo operated that day, how 
the priaoner was delayed — Mlinoat, I may 
aay, by cirouniatiincea that wore ao or- 
dered, that thoy seem to have boon ao by 
the interposition of providence. Tho 
storm arises on the lake, the wind retards 
the progress of tho pri.soiicr, the rilio 
shot is heard, the prisoner huida where no 
luip.ian Bye can detect the trail, yet tho 
same iiiacmtable Being i» beside thia 
man, and we find almo.-ft at tho very 
moment when escape seemed to have been 
certain, that he absolutely walked by 
some extrajrdinary moans right into the 
captora' hands. Wo tiiid that tho weapon 
of defence that he has ia ubaoUitely ao 
covered up that he c:iniu)t uae it at tho 
time, as he othcrwi.ie probably might 
havo done. It aeema as if ovurythiiig 
had been brought about by soino higher 
power than an earthly ono. I am satis- 
fied, gentlemen, that tho matter may be 
safely left in your hands. Your more 
than close attention, your dotermination 
to do what is right (which has exhibited 
itself during tho progress of tho trial) 
shows you havo given a consideration to 
thia case which must enablR you to come 
to a correct conclusion. The interosts of 
society are in your hands on the one side, 
and the life of the prisoner at tho bar on 
the other; and I do hope that you \yill bo 
able to come to a ponclution which will bu 
consistent with what ia right bt^tween 
God and man." 

The jury then retired (4:4;0 p.m ) to 
consider aa to their verdict. 

Mr. T. Davie wished' several of the 
depositions taken at the preliminary ex- 
.amination to be given to tho jury ^o refer 
to, but tho attorney-general objected, and 
waa sustained by the judge, who remarked 
that it would create one of the most dan- 
gerous precedents oi which he had ever 
heard. 

Tho jury returne'tl at 9:'15 p.m. and an- 
nounced that thoy were unable to agree.

Mr. bradlaugh haa entered into negotia- 
tions with tlie liberal loadera; ho proposea 
not to present himself at the bar of tho 
honaa of coinuioiia to lake the oath of 
ollice at the opening of parliament, ])ro- 
vided the liborala wUI introdiu'c and sup- 
port a bill allowing menibera elect to af- 
Qnii instead of taking the oath.

Ship- 
ments from Cunada nr jManitoba to Bri- 
tish Coliunhia, require an invoice of value, 
certified to by the United States cuatoma 
oflicers at the port 6f entry into the Unit- 
ed Stales.

It waa not for tlie carryini,' 
out of tho work, but for the pteparation 
af a ihoroiyjh schonio of drainage, one 
tliuc the council cuiild take and lot to ci):i- 
Iracturs. He thought that thero wore 
plenty of men in this country who could 
carry out the building of the system from 
the plans. 

The matter ivaa deferred one week.

The follon ing atatomout of the views of 
the standing cominiiieo on tho above sub- 
ject was read to tho St. Paul's congrega- 
tion morning and ovoiiing ou Sunday last, 
by Mr. I'iti ih, one of the church wardens. 
The servicea v,-eru conducted by Bishop 
Cridge, who also administered tho Lord's 
supper tu fourteen communicants. No 
defections are believed to have taken 
place in oonsequeirce of Mr. GiU'a action; 
on the contrary, the congregation appears 
to be more firmly knit together. Mom- 
bora of the church of England, unacquaint- 
ed with tho paat, wore amazed at tho 
tribunal of confession erected by Bishop 
Sillitoe— a thing entirtly unauthorized b^ 
the laws of that church and, apparently, (i 
purely arbitrary device on the part of tho 
bishop. The vestry returned a cordial 
vote of thanks to the standing committee 
for their kind and cheering communica- 
tion. 

At a meeting of tho ataiiding committoo 
of the Refurniecl l'j[)iaeopal church in this 
juriadictioii it was resolved as follows: 

That we, the members of tho said com- 
mittee, having before us the proceeding} 
puhlHlu'd — apparently by authority — un- 
der the head " Recantation," and contain- 
ing tho Rev . Mr. (iiH'a letter of resigna- 
tion aa road to his congregation 
with his counsel to the said 
congregation to desert tho Reformed 
Episcopal church: and also Bishop Silli- 
tne's hearing his recantation and granting 
him ahaolution, are of opinion 

That Mr. liill, in urging thia counsel on 
hia congregation before ho had vacated hia 
poat, or his reaignation had oven been 
written to our bishop, and while still oc- 
cupying the vantage ground of an accred- 
ited minister of our church, committed a 
breach of trust contrary to Christian law 
and ordinary good faith. 

That, niiireover, Mr. Gill, in thia action, 
haa been guilty of ignoring and diacbey- 
ing tho canons of tho church to which ho 
at tiiat time belonged. 

They believe that Bishop Sillitoe, in thus 
receiving a minister of a Christian body 
without letters of good standing from ita 
biahop, and without adverting to hia (tho 
miniatet'.i) action in retiring from it, 
condoned, if he did not connive at, such 
action, and haa not observed the just and 
cduiteouB way of proceeding which ia 
usual among Christian bodies in such 
oases. 

They beliovo, further, that Bishop Sil- 
litoe'a action in hearing Mr. Gill's recant- 
ation and granting him absolution iu tho 
premises waa contrary to the scripture and 
to thu principles of the reformation, and 
11 fiirtiier proof, if any had been required, 
of the need of a Reformed Episcopal 
church at New Westminster. 

And, lastly, they believe that the stain 
which Bishop Sillitoe, in theao proceed- 

iiigo, bnn onfloav.irod to faeton on the 
Reformed E;.iiyciq>al church cleaves rather 
to his own hand;). 

Under theae circumstances, whilo they 
sincerely sympathise with the St. Paul's 
congregation in being thus suddenly left 
without the usual miniatrationa, they do 
also congratulate them on tho rotirement 
of a minister who haa ahowii himself to bo 
so weak and vacillating, and who acknowl- 
edges himself to have been in "a false 
position" among them; and on tho encour- 
agement they may feel, from a review of 
the whole matter, to persevere in their 
rigliteous Christian movement; and they 
further hope that until God shall bo 
pleased to raise them up a faithful pastor 
they will continue to appoint one of their 
own number to conduct tho services of the 
church. 

They also rosolvo that the bishop be 
requested tu convoy theao their sentiments 
to St. Paul's congregation in the form of 
an open letter.

WUEliKAS by "Tho iMromen'a .Vet, 
1804," it ia eiiiicted that from ami 
and alter thu p.tsaing nf that Act tho 
whole of the npiiiiratua, whether engine, 
hoEQ,- hopks, ? laddeTs, or other articles 
used with, or belonging to, or in any way 
iippcrtiituinij to, tho lii-o dopartmeiit of 
tho city cif ^^icl^lriil shall bo deeiiiud for 
tho piirposea of that act, to bu thu [irop- 
orty of tho Victori;i l''iro Ueparttnoiit, sub- 
jocl to tho urdor anduoiitiol tjf tho mayur 
and corporation of the city of Victoria; 

And whereas, by the "Municipality 
Act, 1881," and tho Act to amend tho 
same paaaed in tho year JSSIi, it ia enact- 
ed tlmt in every niuiiieipalii y the Council 
may from time to time make, alter and 
repeal, by-laws for any of the foUowint; 
■DurpoBcs, or in relation to inattera coniing 
witliin the claasea of aubjecta next herein- 
after mentionod (among others) that is t3 
aay, (59) for the asaistnnco and rogulation 
of Fii'o Uoparlnients, and (01) for elcctini,' 
Kiro Engineers and appointmt,' i''iren)en, 
and proiiiutint,', estiibli.ihiiig and re;<nliit- 
ing Kiro Companies, Hook and Ladder 
Compaiiiea, and Property Saving Ooni- 
panies, and to appoint auch salaries and 
rumunoration aa may be ueceasary, sub- 
ject to tho i)roviso that any bylaw made 
under the authority of anbaoction !)l(now 
in reoilal) shall have no force or elleet un- 
less it containa provibi(jn that tho Cluef 
Engineer and Ansi-stant Engineer he bi- 
ennially elected hy the municipal rate- 
payora nor until tho bylaw has boon aub- 
niittod to the ratepayers of tho munici- 
pality and has been approved by thum in

And whereas it ia expedient that tho 
corporation of tho City of Victoria should 
control and regulate the-fire Department 
of tho city and niako.J^giS^iiilpfli-jfqr the 
election of the Ohiof aincC'S.ssiTatant Engi- 
neers thproof, and for tjio payinont*if tho 
oliicera and fii'emon thereof; 

And whoreaa the Chief Engineer, As- 
sistant Engineer and Board of Dolegatea 
of the Firo Department of tho city have 
'Oonsentcd to and approved of thearrange- 
meiit and provision hereinafter made; 

Bo it therefore enacted by tho CoMUcil 
of tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
loria, in oxerciao of tho said recited pow- 
ers and of every other power enabling 
them in this behalf, aa followa: 

] Tho Firu Department of tho city 
shall boncefortlt couaist of a Chief Engi- 
neer and an Assistant Engineer, tu bu 
elected aa hereinafter mentioned, and 
throe Foremen, two Engine Driver.-), 
twelve Hoaenien, six Hook and Ladd(^r 
men, and auch reserve firemen aa may 
from time to time bo required to bo ap- 
pointed as horeinaftur mentioned. 

2. Imniediatoly after the final passing 
of this bylaw and thereafter biennially in 
the nionth of Peccmber in each alternate 
year, the Council hIuiU by rcaolution fix a 
timu and place, appoint a returning otli- 
cer, und make other nocoaaary arrange- 
ments for the election of a Chief Engineer 
and an Assistant Engineer of the Firo De- 
partment, in like manner aa upon tl^e 
election of a mayor; and at Huch election 
every pera(Ui who ia rated npi^n the then 
laat reviaed aasoesment rcijl of the citj' 
iihall be entitled to one vi;te for each 
ollicu; but if_only ono candidate bo nomi- 
nated for an oflice, the returning otiicer 
shall forthwith declare him duly elected 
withiiut a poll. 

I). Tho Chief Engiiioor and .-Xaaistant 
I'jngineor bo idocted aa aforesaid shall re - 
spectively hold otlico until their successors 
are elected or apijointed, or until (before 
that time) they shall die, resign, or cuaae 
to discharge their dutiea. . 

4. Tn case the Chief Engineer or the 
Assiati'.nt Engineer shall die, resign, or 
ceaae from any cauae to dischari^u the du- 
tiea of hia oflico, thu Council ahall appoint 
some other competent person to tho oflice 
in hia place until tho next biennial elec 
tion. 

5. The Foremen, Engine Drivers, Hoae- 
mcn and Ilook and Ladder niou and re- 
serve firnien shall be appointed and may 
bo removed from office from time to time 
l)y ' ho Ccmncil. 

tl. Thu several olVicer.s of the Fire De- 
partnieut ahall, while thi-y hold and dis- 
charge tho duties of their respective ollicoH, 
bo entitled to be paid therefor at tho rates 
next hereinafter mentioned, namely:

7. From and after the election of au En- 
(,'inoer and .-VsHiKtant l'.nj.'inecr undjr this 
bylaw, it shall be lawfrd for the Council to 
ttiki- and Jiold posscssiun of all the real and 
pcrsnnal property of tin- I'irt' 1 )cpartnu'iil 
iif tli(! city and all engines, niachini-ry, and 
tonls uscil by or in connecti(;n wilh the said 
Firr Department, and tn assuhn,' tlie entire 
1,'ontrol aud luanagenient thereof, and to 
maUo such rules aud regulations aH thuy 
sludl deem necessary or expedient for cur-, 
ryiiig into olFect this bylaw, and from time 
to time to alter and revoke such rules nud 
regulations; and for all or auy of tbeso 
pnrpoBos the Firo Wardens ahall be a Com- 
mittee of the Council.

9. Thu apparatus of the Firo Depart- 
ment shall contist of ateam fire-oiiginca, 
hose carta and hoso, hook and ladder 
trucks, hydrants, wator-tankB, tiro-lad- 
dura, lire-alanna and other neceaaary ap- 
paratus, m auch nninbera and quantities 
as shall from time to time bo deemed 
necessary by the Council. 

10. The Council ahall *rom time to 
time act apart out of tho genera! revenue 
of the city such aura or sums of money as 
may be nocesaary to pay thu salariua and 
remuneratinn liuroinbeforo mentioned, 
and otiicrwiae to maintain the Fira Do- 
paitnient in an efficient atate. 

11. .Subject to this bylaw, and the rules
